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Icy Roads Bring 
, Many AcGidents 
During the Week 

More Than Dozen Automo- 
bile Accidents Reported' 
In County 



The season's first real winter 
weather, which brought a snowfall 
of several inches last week and has 
added to the first blanket almost 
every day since, has resulted in a 
good many crashes on the roads, 
which otherwise would have been 
avoided. The weather, which has 
provided either a wet snow or light 
freezing rain at some time every 
day has kept the roads in a slippery 
condition. ' * 

About twelve accidents have been 
reported with many of them not 
serious, and some odd to extreme, 
as in the case of the automobile of 
Mrs. William Blaine of Grayslake, 
Mrs. Blaine' had driven to Long 
Lake to attend a Home Bureau 
meeting. Upon coming out, of the 
building to where her car was park- 
ed she was surprised to find it gone. 
After some search, it was found on 
the ice of the channel, where it had 
slipped from the shoulder of the 
roadway. Although there were num- 
erous trees between the channel 
and tlie road the car had missed all 
of them, and all that was necessary 
was to obtain the service of a tow 
truck to pull the car to the road. 

Mrs. Lester Turnpaugh of Lake 
ViUa was not so lucky when the 
brakes failed on her car at the in- 
tersection of Deep Lake road and 
route 173 last Monday morning. 
Mrs. Turnpaugh, who was accom- 
panied by three small children, ap- 
proached the stop sign at route 173 
traveling north and when the 
brakes iailed to hold, crossed the 
road iiji front of a car driven by 
W. B. Harrison of Antioch, the cars 
collided and the Harrison car was 
spun around on the highway. 

Two of the three small Turn- 
paugh boys, aged 1, 2V4 and three 
were badly cut and bruised, the 
smallest being uninjured. They 
were picked up immediately at the 
scene, arid brought to Antioch, 
where they received treatment by 
Dr. D. N. Deering. 

Matthew Burghardt, Kenosha, es- 
caped serious injury Tuesday morn- 
ing, when his car struck a fence 
post on route 173 east of route 45. 
The post had evidently been lost 
from a truck and when Burghardt's 
car struck it it was hurled into the 
air, striking the .hood- of the car 
and coming through the windshield. 
Only slight cuts were suffered and 
the car was able to continue under 
its own power after being towed 
from the ditch. 

A Midwest Transfer truck was 
struck by a car Monday on route 
173 near Channel lake, ' after the 
truck had jackknifed on a* curve. 
No serious damage was . done to 
either vehicle. 

Mrs. Clara Kurszynski' of Lake 
ViUa, was seriously injured in an 
acident which occurred on Grand 
Avenue last Monday. The car *was 
driven by Mrs. Josephine -Van 
Stroesser, also of Lake .Villa, .and 
overturned after having gotten out 
of control and going into* ^he ditch.

Standard Deduction 
Since the Revenue Act of 1948 
changes the standard deduction a 
few words of explanation of the 
standard, deduction should prove 
profitable at this point. 

The optional standard deduction 
was introduced in 1045 as a tax 
simplification device. It spares a 
taxpayer the necessity of itemizing 
his personal deductions such as con- 
tributions, interest, taxes, etc. In 
lieu thereof a flat deduction is al- 
lowed the taxpayer. 

Under the new law the maximum 
standard deduction allowable on a 
joint return of a married couple or 
the return of a single person has 
been ;increased to $1",000,00. Married

Very good fishing through the ice 
of the local lakes has been reported 
this week, with many of the disci- 
ples of Izaac Walton, laying the im- 
provement to the layer of snow 
which has covered the ice the past 
few days.

Bait for the panfish, bluegills and 
crappies, have been proven to be 
weed worms, meal worms, cedar 
bugs, corn borers, grubs ot- flies of 
different colors, with a yellow the 
greatest favorite. Most of the bass 
and pickerel were caught on live 
minnows. 

Several arrests for violation of 
conservation department regula- 
tions have been made, some of 
which were due to the fishermen 
not having the proper information 
about the laws. The ruling which 
limits a fisherman to two lines in 
the water at any one time has been 
the cause of some arrests, the fish- 
ermen believing that ice fishing 
was exempt from the rule. Only 
two lines are allowed, whether they 
be tip-ups or hand lines. •

Also in line with swelling tho total 
is the running of special trailers at 
both the Antioch and Lakes the- 
atres. A collection will be taken 
up by members of the local boy 
scout troops. The trailer will be 
shown at the Lakes on Friday, Sat- 
urday and Sunday evenings and at 
the Antioch on Saturday and Sun- 
day only. 

During the past three years Anti- 
och township has hod ton cases of 
the dread disease and the founda- 
tion has been of much aid to those 
afflicted. In 1946 nine cases were 
reported and the Foundation sup- 
plied funds for the core of the chil- 
dren stricken to the amount of 
$1,493.12. In 1947, although no 
cases were reported, an expenditure 
of $210 was made in Antioch town- 
ship. During 1940 one case was re- 
ported and $332.51 was spent for 
treatment. 

' Total amount of money spent in 
Lake county during the past three 
years is in excess of $56,000 inciden- 
tal to the. care of 107 victims of the 
disease. The totals by years read: 
1946— 54 cases, $19,998.07; 1947—10 
cases, $23,400.25; 1948—34 cases, 
$13,080.57. 

The policy of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
is "that no victim of Polio shall go 
without tho best of care, regardless 
of race, creed or color." This very 
worthy objective deserves the help 
of every citizen for without the sup- 
port of the groat mosS' of people, 
the work cannot be carried on.

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Economic Highlights 

There was nothing that was unexpected and 
little that was new in the President's State of the 
Union messagd. Ho had covered practically all of his 
points before, during, and after the campaign. Yet 
the speech came as something of a shock to a good 
many people — mainly for the reason that this marked 
the first time that the entire Truman program was 
summed up in capsule form. The message ran to only 
3,500 words or so — but it covered an enormous 
amount of territory. 

Furthermore, this speech, along with other 
formal and informal statements made by the Presi- 
dent since his election, takes the wind out of the 
sails of ihoso who believed that many of the things he 
said during the campaign were for vote-getting pur- 
poses only, and he didn't really mean them. Regard- 
less of what one may htink of the program, that be- 
lief did the President an injustice. Even his political 
opponents are convinced that he means exactly what 
he says. Thus, so far as he is able, he will put into 
full effect every campaign promise he made. 

It is clear that the Truman "Fair Deal" program 
out does the "New Deal" in almost every particular. 
It has its roots in principles which were initially laid 
down by Franklin Roosevelt. But it goes a great deal 
farther — and, if it is adopted in large part by Con- 
gress, it will have a far greater influence on Ameri- 
can life and custom, and also be immeasurably more 



costly. That is an obvious fact, whether one likes 
the program or not. 

It is also obvious that there are points of strik- 
ing similarity between Mr. Truman's proposed major 
policies and those of England's socialist Labor Gov- 
ernment. A vastly expanded social security program 
is one of these points. So is the development of gov- 
ernment power projects. So is compulsory government 
medical insurance. So is government housing. And so 
is the proposal that government go into the business 
of producing basic materials in short supply, such 
as steel, if private enterprise does not meet a quota 
which the Administration considers satisfactory. 

Bills which would make most of Mr. Truman's 
proposals laws, are now in the hopper of Congress. 
But the going will not be easy by any means. The 
Democratic Party has a wide majority in both 
branches; the Truman administration has not. The 
Democratic chairmen of some of the most important 
committees belong to the conservative wing of the 
party. The Senators and Representatives from the 
South are, for the most port, out of sympathy with 
a majority of their constituents. The Republicans are 
opposed to most om it. So in all probability, the Presi- 
dent will have to be satisfied with half a loaf. He will 
get modified versions of most of what he is asking 
for. 

For example. Congress docs not view with en- 
thusiasm that additional $4,000,000,000 be raised by 
new taxes, to believed mainly on business. Never in 
history has our economy been so geared to high em- 
ployment and maximum industrial production. Even a 
moderate depression would have devastating effects 
on government revenues, and on our ability to fi- 
nance European aid, a huge defense program, and 
similar costly measures. It is clearly in the interest 
of the government itself to keep the business world . 
in as high a state of confidence as possible. As many 
economists have been pointing out, in testimony be- 
fore government agencies, profits are nowhere nqar 
as great as mere dollar figures may indicate when 
present day costs of maintaining and expanding in- 
dustry arc taken into consideration. So, if more taxes 
are levied, it is very likely that the individual, as 
well as business, will have to bear a part of the. 
burden. 

In any event, it should be realized, on both 
sides of the fence, that the Truman program envi- 
sions groat and fundamental changes in American 
life. It is a program which sanctions a more powerful 
centralized government than we have ever accepted 
in peacetime — and which must burden in one way or 
another the daily existence of everyone. It soms cer- 
tain that Congress will do a great deal of hard 
thinking before it gives approval to any sizable part 
of it.

spread doubt and skepticism. 

The Yaqui is not willing to for- 
get his persecutions by Spanish 
conqueror^ or Mexican agents. 

He feels all the land rightfully 
belongs to him and thinks he has 
exchanged a blanket for a small 
jhandkerchief in accepting two and 
I a half square miles of property for 
I each of his nine pueblos and addi- 
jtional farming landsj" 

Mexicans feel too much land has 
I been given the Indians and that 
ithe amount of money being spent on 
ithem is excessive. 

t "The Ii^dians are not good farm- 
|ers," they say. 

j In the meantime, the Mexican 
government, copying the United 
States Indian Service plans, is con- 
structing a huge canal to irrigate 
the Yaqui land grants in an effort to 

(convert the warriors into farmers. 

Butchery Has Stopped 

! No longer do the Yaquls sweep 
out of their Bacatete Mountains 
stronghold to burn trains, butcher 
passengers and ranchers and rav- 
age the countryside. 

Even so, there is constant, if 
slight, fear of another Yaqui out- 
break. . •" 

While Southern Pacific of Mexico 
trains now travel without soldiers, 
two cavalry posts at Esperanza- and 
Bicam are ready to protect citizens. 

"There is not a family in this 
area but has suITered at the hands 
of the Yaqui," L. M. Byerly, 
American farm machinery mer- 
chant, explains. 

"This valley today is in exactly 
the same position Arizona found 
itself in the 1880*s, says Sidney 
;m. Morrison, ipanager of the Rich- 
^ardson Construction Co. which 
opened the valley's vast irrigation 
system. 

Our valley "has the Yaqui, Arizona 
, had the Apache/' he continues. 
"There Is, the constant fear not only 
I of another Yaqui outbreak, but of 
j further expropriation of lands un- 
'der the agrarian system, 

I Farm Training. 

"Some progress is being made 
among the Yaqui in training them 
[to become able farmers, but it 
seems slow by American stand- 
ards." 

Mexicans themselves feel their 
; government has been wasteful in 
giving the Yaqui tribe more than 12 
million acres of land which extend 
to the Gulf of California. 

A large portion of this is Irri- 
gable and it is through this that the 
Utah Construction Co. has been 
building a new canal over 30 
kilometers long. 

Eventually water wUl be fed into 
the canal system solely for Yaqui 
Indian use. 

But the Yaqui corithiues to call 
the Mexican "yori," or enemy. 
Generally they dislike laws, sol- 
diers, government agents and 
Americans. 

They remember the 1903 massa- 
cre of thousands of Yaqui and .the 
trainloads who were shipped like 
slaves to work in Yucatan.

of 10% of the adjusted gross income. 

Persons with adjusted gross in- 
comes of $5,000.00 or more may, if 
they choose, claim the standard de- 
duction in lieu of their actual de- '> 
ductions which is computed as fol-j 
lows: I 

On the return of a single person 
10% of the adjusted gross income 
or $1,000.00 'whichever is smaller, 
or the joint return of a married 
couple, 10% of the adjusted gross 
income or $1,000.00 whichever is 
smaller or separate return of a mar- 
ried person, $500.00 and no more. - 

The question of whether or not a 
taxpayer should claim the standard 
deduction is dependent on the 
amount of his personal deductions. 
If such deductions exceed 10% of 
his adjusted gross income it would 
be advantageous to claim the actual 
deductions. 

If actual deductions were less 
than ^standard deductions it usually 
would be advantageous to .claim 
standard deductions. However, it 
should be borne in mind that the 
use of the standard deduction in ad- 
dition to eliminating > deductions 
such as contributions, interest, tax- 
es, etc., also eliminates the follow- 
ing credits: 

1. 3% for a partially tax exempt 
interest from Government obliga- 
tions. 

2. Tax paid to foreign country or 
a U. S. possessioh. 

3. Income tax paid at source on 
tax-free covenant bonds. 

Husbands and wives filing sepa- 
rate returns must use the same 
method of tax computation. If one 
spouse chooses to itemize actual 
personal deductions, the other 
spouse is bound by that election and 
, may not use the standard deduction. 

Under f he new law it wiU usually 
be to the advantage of married cou- 
ples to file jointly. In no case could 
their standard deductions be great- 
er on separate returns than on a 
joint return.
